Fewer Students 
Enrolling in U.S. 


CINCINNATI, Feb. 9 (AP).— 
U.S. college enrollment has de- 
clined for the first time in 26 
years, says a University of Cin- 
cinnatl enrollment expert who 
sees the trend as “an agonizing 
preview” of times abead. 

A recently completed survey 
shows ἃ drop of eighi-tenths of 
1 per cent in four-year schools 
and a five-tenths of 1 per cent 
dip in two-year schools, accord- 
ing to Dr, Garland Parker, exec- 
utive director of enrollment pol- 
isy end educationel research at 
the university. 

Dr. Parker, who has supervised 
the survey for 17 consecutive 
years, said that research indi- 
cates a national enrolment de- 
cline of one-tenth of 1 per cent 
for all the nation’s post-second- 
ary schools—or about 15.000 
fewer students than last year. 
There are presently 112 million 
persons enrolled in U.S. colleges 
and universities, he said.

Army Chief 
Sees Need of 
Draft Again

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9 (WP). 
—Gen. Barnard Rogers. the 
Army chie. o. staff, told Con- 
egress yesterday that it may have 
to reactivate the draft to fill the 
reserve forces. 

Otherwise, Gen. Rogers told

Gen, Rogers, who became chief 
of staff in October, said after 
his committee appearance that 
before resorting to the draft he 
woukl like to try to entice people 
into the reserves by spending $750 
million a year on inducements. 
“Congress may not want to spend 
that much money. Then re would 
have no other option" than to 
resume the draft, he said. 

The Army's basic problem on 
reserve forces, and that of other 
services aS well, is that men who 
joined reserve units rather than 
be drafted during the Vietnam 
war are finishing up their tours 
and leaving in droves. 

On top of that, the men who 
automatically became part of the 
standby reserve after finishinc 
active duty tours of tw. years 
or more during fhe Vietnam war 
are also completing their ‘x- 
year military obligation,

The Terror 


“Tt was an evil act. Whoever did this 
makes a mockery of the ideals they claim to 
νειν ‘ fee 

That was the comment of Archbishop 
Patrick Chakaipe, a black, about the chilling 
murder in Rhodesia of seven white Roman 
Catholic missionaries by black terrorists. It 
is the only human response. No cause can 
justify murder. Even sworn political ter- 
Torists would have to be desperately mad to 
justify the murder of these people—two 
priests, 2 lay brother and four nuns—who 
have lovingly sought, in the arebbishop's 
words, to be the “friends and servants of 
the African people.” It is doubly tragic that 
such horror should strike Roman Catholics 
at a time when they and thelr institutions 
are working 50 courageously for racial har~ 
mony in Rhodesia and South Africa, to the 
displeasure of authorities in both countries. 

No one gains from these crimes either, 
whatever may be the momentary calcula- 
tions of individual actors in the Rhodesian 
struggle. Black nationalists who hope to 
negotiate their way into power are being 
wndereut by the terror, no matter what its 
origin. The minority white community of 
Rhodesia eannot absorb many more such 
shocks without ylelding to total fear and 
taking on 2, costly and wunwinnable contest, 


than make the political gesture of approv- 
ing emergency aid for Cairo. It can use 
Egypt's new exposure to its own priorities 
to press forward a U.S. initiative for reopen- 
ing negotiations between the Arabs and 
Israel.

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U.S—Old. Reform, New Risk 


Once again the quadrennial cry to abolish 
the Electoral College is heard in the land. 
The familiar argument is cited that the shift 
ot a few thousand votes could have given. 
Gerald Ford, who lost the popular vote, an 
Electoral College majority. But in reality 
such a resulé has not oceurred since 1883, 
when Benjamin Harrison edged out Grover 
Cleveland. In.every modern election, no 
matter how close, the electoral result has 
paralleled the popular vote. 

This parallelism is no accident for a prac- 
tical reason that seems to escape single- 
minded reformers. As Election Day ap- 
proaches, voters pull away from third and 
fourth party candidates who clearly have no 
chance of winning an Electoral College 
majority and make their choice between the 
major-party candidates. 

The concentration of significant political 
thoice inside the two-party system provides 
a profoundly important force for stability 
in our heterogeneous, continental soviety. 
There are risks in abclishing the Electoral 
College and subverting the two-party sys- 
tem. The risks are at least as serious as 
the remote contingency that the popular- 
vote loser might someday squeeze out an 
Electoral College victory. 

The abolition proposal, sponsored by Sen. 
Bireh Bayh of Indiana and others. would 
provide for a run-off if no candidate polled 
ai least 40 per cent of the popular vote This 
would soon convert the initial election into 
5. Gry run or shakedown cruise, {t is easy 
to envisage the vote for minor party can- 
didates—such as George Wallace in 1968— 
Swelling to sufficient size to deny either 
major party nominee the necessary 40 per 
cent. The parties would become fraction- 
alized and fragmented, 


There are modest changes that couid 
serve to safeguard the Blectoral College 
against mischief and manipulation. Over 
the years, individual electors have voted or 
threatened to vote contrary to the outcome 
in their states, Last year, one such cast his 
ballot for Ronald Reagan, though Gerald 
Ford was entitled to it. There is a ready 
solution: Keep the “College” but dispense 
with the individual electors. The casting of 
votes in the Electoral College should be only 
4 formality. 

One other change seems advisable. In the 
event that a multi-candidate contest forced 
an election into the House of Represen- 
tatives for decision, the members of the 
House should be allowed to vote as individ- 
uals rather than by state delegations as 
now required ‘by the Coustitution. This 
would eliminate the risk of state delegations 
hopelessly deadlocked along party Hnes. 

These are small changes, but only small 
changes are needed. The risks so often and 
so alarmingly depicted of maintaining the 
Electoral College are in fact remote and un- 
likely. If a candidate were to win an Elec- 
toral College majority without a popular 
majority, it would most likely occur {f the 
country were extremely closely divided and, 
in effect, not decisively for either candidate. 
The country accepted such an anomalous 
result in 1888 and would, presumably. do sa 
“again, . 

Meanwhile, the political habits, traditions 


and expectations that have grown up around | 


the Electoral College have served the nation 
well. If they are to be maintained, the Col- 
lege has to be presefved rather than Ughtly 
abandoned in favor of a vacuum.

The “Crusades for Human

Concern in Czechoslovakia

BRATISLAVA, Czechoslovakia 
{NYT?.—Mounting pollution prob- 
lems along the borders between 
Eastern and Western Europe are 
causing increasingly heated argu- 


- ments between environmentalists 


and industrial planners. 

Anxiety about the filthy Da- 
mube River, m particular, has 
prompted the formation of an 
international Danube commis- 
sion, 85 well as participation by 
two United Nations agencies. 
The problems of air, water, noise 
and every other kind of pollution 
seem to have reached a peak in 
Bratislava, the capital of the 
constituent Czechoslovak republic 
of Slovakia, which lies at the 
border of Austria, Ozechoslovakia 
and Hungary. 

Bratislava, less than 40 miles 
downstream from Vienna, blames 
the Austrian capital for some of 
its problems. 

Illegal to Swim 

“A dozen years ago we could 
swim in the Danube,” a COze- 
choslovak environmentalist said. 
“Today the river is so dangerous 
it is iflegal to swim in it.” 

The environmentalist. Ignac 
Fratric, heads the Czechoslovak 
Research and Development Center 
for Environmental Pollution Con- 
trol, whose headquarters and 50- 
member staff are here. The 
center, partly fimanced by the 
United Nations Development Pro- 
gram and the World Health Or- 


‘ganization, was created in 1971. 


’ My. Fratric and a coliegue, Ra- 
dovan Chrast, said in an in- 
terview that as the Danube flow- 
ed from, Austria through Cze- 
chosiovakia to Hungary, it ac- 
tually became cleaner because 
of effective anti-pollution mea- 
sures introduced here. 

But other Czechoslovak en- 
vironmentalisits disagree. 

In November, Stefan Polak, a 


_’ member of the municipal commit- 
tee of Bratislava's Communist 


party, published an article in the 
weekly Nove Slovo, charging that 
his city is 3 major polluter. 
Declaring that “Bratislava has 
the most polluted atmosphere and 
the worst environment among our 
own and other European cities.” 
Mr. Polak called for urgent steps. 
Situation May Get Worse 

The Bratislava Slovnaft Petro- 
chemica! Works alone, he charg- 
ed, pours 44,000 tons of sulfur 
dioxide into the air each year, 
and under a planned expansion of 
the plant the situation will be- 
come worse. 

The same plant also dumps 
more than 80 gallons of chemical 
waste into the Danube per 
second, he said, and its new 
‘plant's waste will be equivalent 
to that of a city of 1.3 million 
inhabitants: Another Bratisiava 
chemical plant, the G. Dimitrov 
Works, also pours pollutants into 
the river, he said. 

Mr. Pratric and his associates 


τ say such statements are gross 


exaggerations, and that actually 
several Czechoslovak cities, espe- 
cially in northern Bohemia. have 
worse pollution than Bratislava.

Industry's View 

Otto Wolf von Amérongen told 
the general assembly of the Ger- 
man Chamber of Industry and 
Trade, of which he is president, 
that Mr, Carter’s program “is par- 
ticularly disadvantageous for the 
global economy [because i] con- 
centrates on stimulating consump- 
tion and creating new jobs but 
does not contribute to a stimula- 
‘don of investment.” 

“As a country particularly sensi- 
tive to inflation and one that is 
proud of Hs stability, the Federal 
Republic of Germany can only 
take note of this with concern,” 
Mr, Wolf said. “The Federal 
Chancellor quite properly is very 
Skeptical of the plans developed 
by the United States for a co- 
ordinated stimulation of the global 
economy, Otherwise, we face the 
danger of starting a new world 
round of inflation which in the 
long run. would make our already 
weak knees stil] shakier.” 

Wage Restraint 

Helmut Schlesinger, a director 
of the federal benk, told the par- 
liamentary committee on finance 
that he hoped this year's wage 
increases generally would fall 
below the 69-per-cent raise just 
negotiated by some metalworkers’ 
regional unions. 

Mr. Schlesinger said the bank 
sees little chance that the gross 
national product can grow by 
more than the 4.5 per cent already 
estimated, He said the bank 
based that figure on estimated 
average wage increases of no 
more than 6.5 per cent. 

Wage increases of more than 
6.5 per cent would noticeably in- 
crease production costs and do 
nothing to alleviate existing un- 
employment, Mr. Schlesinger said. 


Alien Car Sales _ 
Increase in U.K. 


LONDON, Feb. 9 CReuters).— 
More than four out of every 10 
new cars registered in Britain 
Jast month were foreign, accord- 
ing to figures published today by 
the Society of Motor Manufactur- 
ers and Traders. 

Of the total imports, about 
three quarters were from Europe. 
The figures showed that of the 
114,096 new registrations, 49.577, 
or 43.5 per cent, were imported, 
compared with 32 per cent in 
January, 1976. 

European cars accounted for 32 
per cent of total sales against 21 
per cent a year before. 

Much of the increase was made 
up of cars built in Europe and 
brought: into Britain by multi- 
national companies. The Jap- 
anese market share fell to 7.6 
per cent from 85 per .cent in 
January, 1976.

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Anti-Dumping Levy on Bearings 


BRUSSELS, Feb. 9 (1HT).— 
Japan officially protested to the 
European Economic Community 
today over the Common Market's 
decision to impose a provisional 
30-per-cent anti-dumping duty on 
bell bearings from Japan. The 
protest, delivered by Tokyo's 
ambassador to the EEC, was pre~ 
sented with 2 request that the 
Common Market reconsider its 
decision, which was announced 
Monday. ὶ 

In Tokyo, Premier Takeo Fuku- 
da. was questioned by an opposi- 
tion parliamentarian about the 
government's view of trade fric- 
tions with the nine-nation EEC. 
Mr. Fukuda replied that he felt 
Japanese industry would do well 
to exercise self-restraint in its 
exports, 

The Premier declared that, tak- 
ing invisible trade accounts into 
consideration, Japan’s foreign- 
trade balance does not show an 
excessive surplus, but exporters 
should refrain from “rushing” 
their goods abroad at one time. 

Mr. Fukuda said that Japanese 
exports to the United States 
should similarly be restrained. 

Criticism in Tokyo 

Meanwhile, the head of the 
EEC delegation in Japan, Woli- 
gang Ernst, criticized Tokyo's for- 
eign-trade policies and said that 
the Common Market’s trade def- 
icits with Japan have been run- 
ning at the rate of $1 btlion a 
year. 

Mr. Ernst said at a seminar 
in Tokyo that the key to so)ving 
EEC-Japanese trade frictions 
would be found im bilateral con- 
sultations, in Tokyo's removal of 
nontariff barriers against imports 
and in Japan's efforts to stop 
excessive exports of certain items 
to particular areas. 

Ambassador Masahiro Nishibout 
delivered to the EEC’s exterral 
affairs commissioner, Wilhem 
Haferkamp, what was described 
as a “strongly worded” note 
protesting the EEC's decision to 
impose the anti-dumping tax on 
Japanese ball bearings and taper- 
ed roller bearings. 

Afterward, the Japanese envoy 
told newsmen that he had 
strongly expressed to Mr. Hafer- 
kamp Tokyo's regrets over the 
EEC decision and had requested 
its reconsideration at the earliest 
possible opportunity.

NEW YORK. Feb. 9 (IHT).—

Tokyo Aide Foresees Accord 
With EEC Over Shipbuilding 


PARIS, Feb. 9 (\JHT).—Tokyo's 
chief delegate to the shipbuild- 
ing talks here said today that 
his offer yesterday on reducing 
Japan's share of the world mar- 
ket “is the best we can do.” De- 
elaring that he has found West 
Europeans to have “broad un- 
derstanding” of problems in Ja~ 
pan's shipbuikiing industry, he 
predicted that the dispute over 
ship sales would be resolved 
amicably and a trade war would 
not be ignited, 

West European delegaies ex- 
pressed cautious approval of the 
Japanese proposals, 

“I am convinced that our Eu- 
ropean partners will appreciate 
our effort,” Muneto Shishaki, di- 
rector-general of the ship bureau 
at the Japanese Minirtry for 
Transport, said of his country’s 
plan. 

Japan's plan involves “excep- 
tional” measures such as raising 
ship export prices, cutting work 
hours in. Japanese shipyards, 
curbing exporis to West Euro- 
pean countries with difficulties in 
thelr shipbuilding sector and 
strengthening existing measures 
if the Japanese share of the mar- 
ket increases. 

Mr. Shishaki said at a press 
conference: “People may say it 
is not sufficient and may not 
give 100-per-cent satisfaction to 
our European partners, but this is 
the best we can do and we can- 
mot go beyond [it].” 

OECD Meeting 

The delegate outlined Japan's 
Proposals yesterday at the open- 
ing of a meeting of the shippin 
committee of the 24-nation Or- 
ganization for Economic Coopera- 
tion and Development. 

The meeting, scheduled to last 
two days, was to have ended 
tonight but was extended to in- 
clude ὃ. session tomorrow to allow 
time for seeking agreement on 
a joint statement by Japanese 
and West European delegations. 

European Economic Commu- 
nity sources at -the talks said 
eerly today that the Japanese 
proposals were ἃ step in the right 
direction and opened the way for 
concrete dialogue. ᾿ 

But Buropean delegates pressed 
the Japanese to answer technical 
questions about details and the 
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potential effectiveness of the 
Japanese measures. as well as 
about the share of the world 
market the Japanese werc pre- 
pared to accept. 

A European officiai said that 
the EEC nations’ delegates had 
not repeated their demand for a 
50-50 sharing of the non-Com- 
munist market, but they had not 
specifically withdrawn it. The 
Japanese have already rejected 
the demand. 

Share Disputed 

The Japanese delegation today 
issued data to refute reports that 
Japan has recently had between 
85 and 90 per cent of the world’s 
shipbuilding production, Japan's 
Statistics indicate that its output 
of vessels accounted for 56.3 per 
cent of total world orders last 
year. compared with 49 per cent 
in 1975. 

The Japanese said, however, 
that as a result of cancellations 
they had only 32 per cent of the 
world's orders at the end of last 
September, giving them a work- 
load that would last for 1.13 years 
at the 1975 rate of production. 
They saki that at September's - 
end, West European shipbuiiders - 
had 42 per cent of worldwide 
orders, representing 1.93 years of 
work, 

Discussing the problems of 
‘Japanese shipbuilders, Mr. Shi~ 
shaki said that the number of dis- 
missals in the industry—about 
60.000 from 1974 through 1976 — 
corresponded roughly to the 
number of shipbuilding workers 
in each of several major Euros. 
Pean countries. He pointed out .. 
that there are 70,000 workers in - 
West Germany. 50,000 in Britain - 
and 40,000 in France. 


The Japanese official reiterated 
a call to European countries to 
reduce the gap in ship prices.
